A  guide  to  county  and  township  records  in  Indiana  has  long  been 
needed  by  both  local  officials  and  the  general  public.    The  Works 
Progress  Admini  strati  on  project  of  the  Historical  Records  Survey  is 
the  first  attempt  to  supply  this  need.    Few  more  useful  fields  of 
employment  could  have  been  found  than  the  survey  of  local  and  State 
historical  records, >  even  though  the  work  inevitably  presented  unusual 
difficulties.

•Ferry  County,  situated  in  -«he  southern  part  of  the  State,  i: 
"bounded  on  tho  north  by  Dubois  and  Crawford  Counties ,  or.  the  cast  by 
Crawford  County,  on  the  we~t  by  Spencer  County,  and  on  the  south  by 
the  Ohio  River,  which  separates  it  from  the  state  of  Kentucky.  It 
haw  an  area  of  3£4  sqtare  miles. 

Tho  topography  of  the  county  is  brohon  with  hilly  surfaces  cut 
up  by  narrow,  fertile  valleys  through  which  run  small  streams.  The 
hills,  capped  by  massive  sandstone,  often  rise  from  two  hundred  to 
four  hundred  feet  in  height.    For  the  most  part  the  agricultural 
districts  are  situated  in  the  errfcensive  bottom  lands  alonj  the  Ohio 
Itivcr,  which  borders  the  county  for  a  distance  of  fifty  niles. 

A  brief  review  of  the  relationship  of  the  State  of  Indiana  to 
America  as  a  •./hole  begins  with  the  landinr,  of  the  English  and  the 
settlement  of  Jamestown  in  1507.    The  French  founded  Quebec  the  next 
year  and  beran  the  e;coi  oration  of  the  wilderness  to  the  west.  La 
Salle  ieocended  the  Mississippi  to  its  mouth  and  on  April  0,  1602, 
claimci  the  entire  river  valley  in  the  name  of  France,  calling  it 
Louisiana.    This  included  the  present  State  of  Indiana.    By  1719 
French  trading  posts  had  been  established  on  the  present  sites  of 
Port  Wayne,  Vineennes,  and  Lafayette.    Commercial  rivalry  in  the 
Mississippi  and  Ohio  valleys  between  the  French  and  English  led  to 
the  French  and  Indian  V.'ar,  ending  in  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  February  10, 
17G3,  by  "which  Louis iana  was  ceded  to  Great  Britain,  thus  becoming 
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a  j  art  of  tho  colony  of  Virginia*    On  December  0,  1778,  the  region 
including  r.ost  of  the  pre  cent  State  of  Indiana  was  organized  as 
Illinois  County.    After  the  successful  termination  of  the  American 
Revolution,  Virginia  ceded  this  territory  to  the  government  and  hence - 
forth  it  was  kndwtf  as  the  Northwest  Territory.     Out  of  this  Lmenoe 
er.pirc  hnox  County  was  organized  June  20,  1790,  and  was  the  first  real 
civil  government  over  the  territory  that  now  comprises  the  Scate  of 
Indiana;  Lzz  jurisdiction  also  extended . to  large  parts  of  Ohio,  Illinois, 
Wisconsin,  and  Michigan.    Indiana  Territory  was  then  created  by  an 
act  of  Congress  which  bocar.e  effoctive  July  4,  1C00.    Indiana  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Union  in  1016. 

Before  the  first  white  settlers  carr:c  into  Indiana,  the  Indian 
tribes  composing  the  l!iami  Ccnfederacy  —  the  Pwi  l.v.reec,  Piankashaws, 
'.Vcas ,  and  Shcckeys  --  claimed  the  entire  state.    Later  on,  small  bands 
of  Pota\vatcr.is ,  Delawares,  Shawnees,  and  Kickapoos,  driven  westward  • 
by  the  white  colonists,  settled  in  Indiana  and  in  time  acquired  some 
title  to  certain  sections  of  the  Soate. 

It  is  difficult  to  determine  how  long  these  tribes  had  lived  in 
the  State  and  claimed  its  lands  when  the  United  States  Government  at 
the  Treaty  of  Fort  Wayne,  June  7,  1S0S,  and  the  Treaty  of  Vincenncs, 
August  1G  and  27,  1C04,  purchased  from  all  the  Indian  tribes  who  had 
any  title  to  the  land,  the  area  now  comprising  Perry  County.  Within 
a  year  a  :;cctional  survey  ".vac  cor.gletc",  and  the  land  was  subject  to 
entry  for  settlement  at  the  territorial  land  office  in  Yincenr.es . 

Among  tho  first  settlers  in  what  is  now  Perry  County  were  James 
McDnnic 1 ,  Joseph  Wright,  and  John  Bowie,  who  located  with  their  families

Hiver.    The  exact  dato  of  their  settlement  is  unknown,  out  it  is  ,  . 

certain  "oha'o  they  encored  land  in  Terry  County  (then  Knox)  shortly  ' 
after  the  surveys  were  made.    A  snail  scttlcncnt  named  Troy,  one  of 
the  :"irst  below  the  -Falls  of  the  Ohio,  was  established,  end  McDaniel's 
became  a  landing  place  for  all  Ohio  River  traffic.     The  area,  included 
in  the  present  Tobin  Township  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  county, 
was  the  site  of  r.cst  of  the  early  settlements .     The  Reverend  Charles 
Pol';  entered  land  in  the  c:ctrer.e  southern  end  of  the  hotter:  lands  in 
hovomber^  1607;  Jacob  "Testherhoit ,  a  veteran  of  the  Revolution,  entered 
land  near  Poll:  in  October  loOC.     In  the  same  year  Alexander  L'iller 
purchased  a  tract  of  land  two  miles  farther  up  the  river.    John  VTinchel, 
a  native  of  Hew  York,  settle-:  in  the  neighborhood  in  1509;  Elias  Rector

January^  1C10,  John  Rsarey,  a  native  of  V.Yles,  crossed  the 
Ohio  River  from  Kentucky  and  became  the  first  permanent  settler  in  Oil 
TovfWShip*    Re  located  on  land  v.rhich  is  ncj  a  part  of  the  A.  *.';".  '.Talker 
farm. 

Perry  County,  the  thirteenth  and  ia^t  to  be  created  before  Indiana  ^ 
Was  admitted  to  the  Unicn,  was  formed  by  the  Territorial  Legislature,    lw  ^ 
3e~.te.mser  7,  1C14,  out  qf  pertiens  of  C-ibscn  and  VTarrick  Counties; 
its  bour.iaries  v:crc  described  as:    "Ie^in:iin~  on  the  Ohio  River,  where 
the  ran^e  lino  passes  between  the  fifth  and  sixth  ranpes,  west  of  the 
second  principal  meridian  where  it  strikes  or  intersects  the  said  Ohio 
river,  thence  north  with  the  said  rr.npe  line  until  it  intersects  zhe 
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township  line  posing  between  township  few©  and  three,  thcr.ee  cast 
with  tho  said  township  line,  passing  between  township  two  snd 
three,  until  it  intersects  the  second  principal  r.eridian,  or  iir.e  of 
harriscn  county,  thence  south  with  the  sail  second  principal  neridian 
until  it  first  strikes  or  intersects  the  Ohio  river,  thence  down 
tho  Chio  river  with  the  ncandcrs  thereof  to  the  beginning."    Q.ctz  of 
Indiana  Territory,  1314,  p,  19). 

A  scries  of  legislative  acts  gradually  reduced  the  area  of  the 
newly- foraed  county.    Fron  Deccr.ber  El,  1315,  when  ?il:e  County  was 
fomcd,  to  January  23,  1G27,  Perry  lost  ah  out  ono  hundred  and  eight 
square  nilcs  of  territory.    ".Then  Spencer  County  was  created  on  January 
10,  1G1C,  practically  all  that  portion  of  Perry  west  of, Anderson 
River  was  detached.     Cn  the  some  date  a  snail  section  of  Harrison 
County  —  about  t.volvc  sc-.arc  niles  —  woe  attached  to  Perry.  On 
January  23,  1C1G,  about  eighteen  square  nilcs  of  3ubois  County  were 
added  to  Perr,r,  and  the  t/;elve-nile  area  rrevicusl*r  nenticnel  was  de- 
tached  v.v.cn  Crawford  County  was  fomcd.    .Mother  area  cf  about  twenty- 
fcur  square  rJLIos  v:as  detached  and  added  to  Crawford  County  on  January 
23,  1C27.     In  IC52,  by  a  vo^c  in  Spencer  and  Perry  Counties,  a  proposed 
plan  to  establish  a  new  county  within  that  area  was  defeated. 

Perry  County  was  nar.ed  in  honor  of  Conr.odorc  Oliver  hazard  Perry, 
who  won  a  brilliant  naval  victory  over  the  British  fleet  on  Lahe  Erie, 
Septcnbcr  10,  1G13. 

The  locating  cc:  rvis  si  oners ,  nar.ed  in  the  act  faming  the  county, 

net  at  the  hone  of  Janes  McDaniel,  in  Troy,  on  the  third  Monday  of 

November  131-1,  and  selected  that  town  for  the  seat  of  justice  of  the 
> 
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newly-formed  county.    Troy  w&s  surveyed  and  the  plat  recorded  in  march, 
1815,  by  the  county  apent,  Francis  Posey,  the  con  of  Thomas  Posey  who 
w:  c  the  second  governor  of  Indiana  Territory. 

The  first  county  officials  were  Reverend  Charles  Polk  and  Jar.es 
hcDanicl,  Sr.,  ascociate  judges;  Solomon  Lamb,  clerk  and  recorder; 
Samuel  Connor,  sheriff;  Francis  Posey,  coroner;  Davis  Floyd  and 
Flias  Roberts,  prosecuting  attorneys. 

In  1818 ,  when  Spencer  County  v.ras  created  and  the  western  boundary

of  Perry  County -^fese  moved  castv.'ard  to  Anderson  River,  Troy  became  un- 
suitable as  a  county  seat^  as  it  was  no  longer  centrally  located  but 
stood  on  the  western  line  of  the  county.    Relocation  commas si oners 
r,c;    on  Porch  2,  1615,  to  select  a  new  seat  of  government  and  chose 
a  site  recently  platted  on  the  Ohio  River,  called  h'ashinpton.  Since 
tho  seat  of  jusuico  of  Daviess  County  was  also  named  Y.ashinptcn,  the 
new  county  seat  of  Perry  was  renamed  Franklin.    By  1G19  the  name  of 
tho  new  county  sect  was  changed  apair.,  this  tine  to  Rome.     In  1C50, 
after  a  f  our--~cc.r  strup<"le  betv;ccn  the  towns  of  Cttin-ieitcn-and'-Rome , 
the  county  seat  v.*as  chonped  to  Cmnr.erson.    The  actual  removal  of  the 
records  took"  *  lace  December  7,  1C59. 

The  first  term  of  circuit  court  of  Perry  County  was  called, 
Arril  3,  IC15,  at  the  heme  of  James  kcDaniei,  Si'.,  in  Troy,  but  was 
adjourned  until  July  3,  as  a  majority  of  the  judpes  were  not  present. 
When  the  court  finally  convened,  Thomas  Polk  had  succeeded  Reverend 
Charles  Polk,  who  had  resipned.     Isaac  Llackford  vras  presiding  judge 
of  the  circuit. 

The  first  courthouse  in  the  county  was  a  lop  structure  which 
s-^ood  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Franlrlin  Streets  in  Troy.    The  second 
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courthouse,  in  Rome,  v:as  a  square,  two-story  brick  building  with  a 
hip  roof  and  cupola.    When  the  county  scat  was  moved  to  Cannelton, 


in  1C53,  a  schoolhouso  v/as  renodeled  and  -wae-  used  ikrr  a  courthouse. 
The  cornerstone  of  the  present  courthouse  vnafe  laid  September  10, 
1C9G,  with  Masonic  ceremonies.     It  is  a  strrw-colored  pressed  brick 
building  with  trimmings  of  Bedford  1  ir.es tone ,  a  pure  example  of 
Italian  Renaissance  style  architecture. 

There  are  seven  townships  in  Perry  County:    Anderson,  Clark, 
Leopold,  Oil,  Tobin,  Troy,  ard  Union.    The  incorporated  cities  and 
towns  are  Cannelton,  Tell  City,  and  Troy. 

The  natural  resources  of  Perry  County  arc  coal,  stone,  and  clay, 
from  which  many  products  are  manufactured.    The  industries  of  the 
county  include  canning,  milling,  and  the  manufacture  of  textiles, 
offico  and  porch  furniture,  truck  bodies,  and  plumbing  supplies.

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Perry  County,  with  its  county  scat  at  Cannelton,  is  a  political 
subdivision  of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  administrative  purposes,  and 
holds,  therefore,  only  such  pov:ers  of  local  government  as  have  been 
prescribed  by  law.    Organized  by  an  act  of  the  Territorial  assembly, 
effective  I7ovcnber  1,  1814.  it  is  one  cf  the  fifteen  counties  created  I 
before  Indiana's  Statehood  (Territorial  Acts,  1314,  Ch.  7,  Sec.  2). 
Its  organization,  as  it  exists  today,  is  the  result  of  gradual  devel- 
opmcnt  from  its /Territorial  form,  through  the  first  State  Constitution 
of  1816,  the  present  Constitution  adopted  in  1851,  and  nearly  a  century 
and  a  quarter  cf  legislative  action,  both  Territorial  and  State. 

The  tendency  tovrard  centralization  of  pevrer  in  the  hands-  of  State 
authorities  has  taken  from  the  county  officials  many  of  their  povrers 
and  duties  and  has  greatly  lessened  the  scope  of  those  remaining.  In 
the  older  fields  of  finance,  roaCs,  end  education,  the  State's  super- 
vision  has  greatly  increased,  and  creation  cf  ne'.rer  State  departments, 

K, 

such  as  police,  food  and  fire  inspection,  end  public  welfare,  have- 
caused  heavy  erosion  of  locsl  responsibility  and  control. 

Cov&zy  offices  fall  into  tvro  main  groups,  constitutional  and  leg- 
islative, depending  on  the  authority  under  which  they  exist  and  operate. 
Ti.e  offices  provided  for  in  the  present  Constitution  arc  these  of  auditor, 
treasurer,  recorder,  surveyor,  sheriff,  coroner,  ond  clerk  cf  the  circuit 
court.    Tv:o  more  officers — circuit  judge  and  prosecuting  attorney— belong 
1<   ally  to  the  circuit,  which  may  include  several  counties,  but  for 
practical  purposes  they  should  be  considered  as  ccunty  offices.  Court 
ocrsiors  are  held  in  each  county,  and  records  are  kept  accordingly.  All 
other  offices  have  originated  in  legislative  enactment. 
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Saoh  county  has  its  ov.n  individual  gorornmental  set-up.  Although 
the  Constitution  of  1851  forbids  special  legislation,  the  general  assembly 
has  provided  necessary  variations  for  counties,  by  classification  based 
chiefly  on  population.    Urban  and  rural  areas  obviously  cannot  be  governed 
by  the  sane  system  or  number  of  officers.    Every  county  has  the  consti- 
tutional offices,  but  the  statutory  officers  vary  greatly  in  number, 
powers* j  and  duties.    The  latter  may  bo  compulsory  in  all  counties,  or  they 
may  be  optional  and  therefore  s..i  established  in  only  a  fev;  instances j 
others  may  bo  authorized  in  only  certain  classes  of  counties,  though  the 
class  may  include  but  cne  county. 

Indiana  stands  alone  among  the  States  of  the  Union  in  having  a  dual 
system  of  county  governing  boards.    2ach  county  is  governed  by  a  board 
of  commissioners  (popularly  called  the  "county  board")  and  a  county  council, 
Thc*i£  duties^  with  all \technical  distinctions,  are  enumerated  in  their 
proper  places  below,

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At  the  organization  of  Perry  County,  these  offices  were  established 
under  tho  authority  of  the  l/aws  of  Indiana  Territory.    Tho  Constitution 
cf  I8IC  book  for  granted  the  organization  as  it  then  existed,  mentioning 
by  nu:\o  only  the  recorder,  sheriff,  clork,  and  coroner.    Modifications  were 
made  by  the  legislature  from  time  to  time  without  material  change.  The 
office  of  tho  treasurer  was  created  by  the  legislature,  in  1817.     (Acts  1817, 
Ch.  17,  p.  113.)    The  office  cf  the  auditor  vr&d  created  by  an  act  of  the 
general  assembly  in  1841.     (Acts  1341,  Ch.  2,  Gee.  1,) ^n*>^l^^T-~^£^?^.^ 
At  the  constitutional  convention  in  1851  the  Constitution  of  1816  v.-as 
thoroughly  revised,  and  the  Constitution  of  1851  has,  with  a  few  alterations 
by  later  amendonts,  rctr.air.ed  tho  Constitution  of  Indiana. 

The  Constitution  of  1351  provides  for  the  election  of  a  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court,  v.ho  keeps  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  all  the  courts 
in  the  county;  an  auditor,  v.ho  keeps  records  of  county  financial  matters 
and  records  dealing  in  real  proporty  and  the  estates  of  private  citizens? 
a  recorder,  whose  duties  are  to  keep  a  record  of  every  conveyance  or  other 
instrument  entitled  and  required  by  lav;  to  be  recorded;  a  treasurer,  wno 
receives  all  money  coning  to  the  county  and  keeps  a  rocord  of  same;  a 
sheriff,  who  is  conservator  of  the  peace  and  who  carries  out  court  orders; 
a  coroner,  v.ho  investigates  violent  deaths  and  those  in  suspicious  circum- 
stances; and  a  surveyor,  v.ho  prepares  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
improvement  cf  public  v/orks  and  established  boundaries  for  public  and 
private  lands  and  since  1933  has  charge  of  drainage  systems.     (Ind.  Const., 
Art.  6,  Sec.  2.)    Since  tho  adoption  of  tho  constitution,  the  general 
assembly  has  prescribed  the  establishment  of  additional  departments.

Tho  dutios  of  tho  board  are  to  considor  tho  general  wants 
and  needs  of  the  schools  and  matt or s  relating  to  the  purchase  of  school

An  act  of  1691  created  tho  office  of  health  commissioner,  who  is 
elected  by  the  county  commissioners  to  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years.

By  legislative  enactment  in  1899,  a  county  council  was  created.  This 
council  consists  of  sevon  members  v.ho  are  elected  for  a  tons,  of  four  years*

the  district  and  three  members  are  elected  at  large  from  the  comity.  The 
county  auditor  acts  as  clerk  of  the  council.    The  council  has  power  to 
fix  certain  tax  rates,  the  exclusive  right  to  make  appropriations  out  of 
the  county  treasury,  and  the  exclusive  right  to  authorize  'S^z  b  err  erring 
of  money  for  the  county.

He  has  general 
supervision  of  all  county  highways,  roads  and  bridges.     (Acts  1955;

The  establishment  of  each  of  these  offices  caused  the  beginning  of 
separate  records  as  prescribed  by  the  general  assembly  under  the  provisions 
for  each  respective  office.    In  many  of  tho  smaller  offices  no  pormannnt 
records  have  be-on  kept;  therefore  no  survey  could  be  made.    Perry  County 
followed  its  own  form,  of    accounting  until,  in  1900,  the  legislature 
established  the  state  board  of  accounts,  which  formulates,  proscribes, 
and  installs  systcriLs  of  accounting  and  reporting  which  are  uniform  for 
every  public  offico  of  the  same  class*    (Acts  1909;  Sec.  C-202,  Bums1 
Ind.  Stat*  Arm,  1933.)    Under  this  law  some  of  the  records  were  combined 
to  eliminate  separation,  duplication,  and  overlapping.    Tho  lav/  also 
permits  the  use  of  bound  loosoleaf  records  in  almost  ail  cases  where  the 
records  are  typed.

Conse- 
quently, they  have  only  occasionally  availed  themselves  of  this 
provision  for  permanent  preservation  of  tr^rr  old  records.

Auditor

Assessor 

Tho  assessor's  office  is  a  small  room  bcir.veen  the  offices  of  the 
recorder  and  tho  prosecutor  on  the  north  sido  of  tho  first  floor. 
Plastcrod  walls  and  ceiling  and  wooden  floor  arc  all  clean  and  in  good 
shape,  and  ventilation  is  rood.    Measuring  17'  by  12'  by  IB',  the  room 
nevertheless  is  large  enough  to  house  conveniently  such  records  as  arc 
kept  here  and  allow  ample  room  for  expansion.    P.ecords  housed-  -here- 
comprise  30'  of  bound  volumes'?  t*rrs  -leavcc  14"  of  shelving  for  e:~ansion.

Treasurer

room  is  well  lighted,  clean,  and  well  ventilated,  and  the  condition  of 
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tho  wooden  floor  and  plastered  coiling  and  walls  is  good*    Twenty  feet 
of  woodon  shelving  placod  undor  a  counter  house         of  the  treasurer's, 
records.    Theso  comprise  15'  of  bound  volumes,  thus  allowing  for  con- 
siderable expansion;  thoro  is  also  roon  for  new  shelving  when  needed.

Health  Commissioner

moderately  sized  room,  it  is  clean  and  well  ventilated  and  lighted,  both 
by  natural  and  artificial  lighting.    The  plastered  ceiling  and  walls  and 
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the  wooden  floor  are  in  good  condition,  but  shelving  should  bo  installed,

since  tho  records  are  stacked  on  the  floor  and  table;,  these  records 
censist  of  33*  of  bound  volumes.    A  davenport,  a  table,  and  two  chairs 
aro  provided  for  users  of  the  records.    All         records  of  the  health 
commissioner  are  kept  in  this  office. 

Surveyor 

In  the  southeast  corner  of  the  bascmc:rc  is  the  surveyor's  office,  a 
large  room  v/hioh  is  also  occupied  by  tho  highway  supervisor.    The  concrete 
flooring  and  stucco  walls  and  ceiling  are  in  excellent  condition;  the 
room  is  clean  and  fairly  dry;  but  the  ventilation,  atmospheric  conditions, 
and  lighting*  especially  the  latter,  are  poor.    Poor  ac  coined  rations  are 
provided  for  those  who  vrish  to  consult  the  records.    These  records  consist 
of  l1  of  bound  volumes  and  3'  of  unbound  records,  8'  for  expansion  being 
left  on  the  shelving.

Agricultural  Agent 

The  office  cf  the  agricultural  agent  is  located  on  the  northeast 
corner  of  tho  second  floor.    It  consists  of  one  room  vrell  lighted,  naturally 
and  artificially,  and  woll  ventilated.    The  condition  of  the  woodfloors 
and  tho  plaster  ceiling  and  -.mils  is  good.    Twelve  feet  of  shelving  extend 
along  the  south  wall  of  the  room,  11'  of  which  house  unbound  records  in 
file  boxes,  leaving  very  little  room  for  expansion.    Hew  shelving  can  be 
installed.

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Basement  Storage  Rooms 

".any  records  aro  housed  in  the  two  basement  storage  rooms,  located 
on  tho  north  side  of  the  basement.    Both  rooms  are  in  good  condition  and 
well  lighted,  with  ventilation  running  from  fair  in  room  1  to  poor  in 
room  2.    Temperature  varies  in  both  rooms,  and  dust  and  soot  are  prosent 
in  large  quantities. 

Measuring  12*  by  15'  by  91,  storage  room  1  has  concrete  floor  and 
plastered  "alls  and  ceiling.    Records  of  the  commissioners,  cleric, 
sheriff,  auditor,  assessor,  treasurer,  and  superintendent  of  schools- 
comprising  140 f  of  bound  volumes  and  2C0*  of  unbound  records— are-  housed 
here.    There-  are  only  144 '  cf  shelving,  the  remaining  records  being 
stacked  on  the  floor-,  -aticr  additional  shelving  is  badlv  needed  to  care 
for  present  demands.    One  table  furnishes  the  only  accommodation  for  users. 

Storage  room  2,  narrower  by  5*  than  room  1,  houses  the  records  of 
tho  clerk,  sheriff,  auditor,  and  treasurer.    It  i-e— btrilfc  "..'ILJi  a  concrete 
floor,  brick  walls ^  and  plaster" coiling,  nnd^equipped  with  140'  of 
shelving.    Records  here  consist  of  ICO'  of  bound  volumes,  and  at  present 
the  room  is  crowded.    Rearrangement,  however,  will  go  far  toward  relieving 
the  congestion.    IIo  accommodations  for  users  arc  supplied  in  this  room. 

Revicw 

The  foregoing  may  be  summarised  in  order  to  point  out  more  specif- 
ically and  to  make  clearer  the  needs  for  better  housing  of  records.  This 
is,  in  no  way,  designed  to  reflect  ppen  or  tcd^c-taW-to  the  county 
officials,  but  to  help  them  in  arousing  public  interest. 
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•Crowding  in  the  clerk's  vault  might  be  relieved  by  removing  the 
Ett  o     .  ier's  records  to  the  office  of  -  the-  incumbent  •    This  would 
have  the  effect  of  decentralizing  the  records  and  wmrldr  bo^  at  best^ 
only  a  temporary  expedient,  but—rfc-would  not  require  a  great  expenditure. 
The  recorder's  vault  is  not  at         crowded  at  present,  but  r  -  if -peas  Hal  a  , 
more  space  for  expansion  should  be  allowed*    Conditions  are  satisfactory' 
in  the  sheriff  Ts  office.    The  auditor's  vault  is  crowded";  .the  custodian 
recommends  ten  square  feet  of  additional  floor  space  and  ten  feet  of 
steel-roller  shelvos.    Conditions  are  satisfactory  in  the  assessor's, 
the  treasurer's,  the  superintendent  of  school's,  and  the  health 
commissioner's  offices-.    There  is  little  room  for  expansion  in  the 
surveyor's  office,  but  since  not  many  records  are  kept  there,  there  is 
enough  room  for  future  records-.    The  county  agent's  office  is  crov:ded, 
tut  an  estimated  ten  additional  feet  of  shelving  would  house  present 
records  properly  and  allcv/  room  for  future  records.    Lighting  also 
should  be  improved  in  the  surveyor's  office.    Conditions  are  poor  in 
the  two  basement  storage  rooms,  but  a  7.TA  project  has  been  organised 
for  improving  them.    In  many  offices  accommodations  for  users  are
